1. AT MEETING SEPT 25 WITH FOREIGN SECRETARIAT DIRECTOR OF 
EASTERN EUROPE DEPT LIPKOVSKI, UK CHARGE WAS TOLD THAT 
THERE WOULD BE NO CHANGE IN STATUS OF YUGOSLAV RELATIONS WITH 
SOVIETS AND OTHER WARSAW PACT STATES AS RESULT OF COMINFORMIST 
AFFAIR. NOTING SPATE OF RECENT SOVIET. CZECH AND OTHER EASTERN 
EUEOPEAN VISITS HERE, LIPKOVSKI SAID THAT THESE ARE PERFECTLY 
NORMAL AND INDICATIVE OF TREND THAT WOULD CONTINUE. THE CONCLUDED 
THAT "WHEN YOU ARE CONSTRUCTING A BUILDING AND RUN SHORT 

OF MATERIAL AT THIRD FLOOR, YOU DO NOT TEAR DOWN 

FIRST AND SECOND STORIES IN ORDER TO CONTINUE". ACCORDING TO UK 

CHARGE, LIPKOVSKI HAS BEEN BRIEFING FOREIGN NEWSMEN HERE TO ABOVE 

EFFECT. 

2. ASKED ABOUT YUGOSLAV ATTENDANCE AT EUROPEAN COMMUNIST PARTY 
CONFERENCE, LIPKOVSKI REPLIED THAT NO DECISION HAD YET BEEN 
REACHED AND THIS WAS PARTY MATTER WITH WHICH FOREIGN SECRETARIAT NOT 
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SEIZED. HOWEVER, HE SAID THAT IF YUGOSLAVIA DOES ATTEND IT WOULD 
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BE BASED UPON WELL KNOWN YUGOSLAV PRINCIPLES. 
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
